Letters in which he dis- 
cusses the relation of the Jewish 
and Christain religions to the Law 
are amongst the earliest and most 
important documents preserved by

do'to' inherit eternal life? “We 
may ask what Law. and the 
lawyers: have to do with 
eternal Ife. Our-texts are the 
answer, . 
We ‘note the disagreement 
between the lawyers. They differ 


in thelr attitude towards the Law. 


and their judgment of the aim 
and purpose. of the Law. The 
Jewish lawyer understands the 
end of the Law to be righteous- 
ness and the Christian lawyer 
understands the end to be—the 
conviction of inrighteousness. 
The one claims the Law to, be a 
way.of life and the other to be a 
way of death. The disagreement 
js notable remaining unreconciled 
after twenty centuries of cone 
troversy. ' “What is written in 
the Law?” “ Thou hast answered 
right: This do and thou shalt 
live’—" What: things ‘the . Law 
saith, it saith to them. who: aré 
under the Law:.that every tiouth 
may be stopped, and all the world 
may’ become guilty before God. 
Therefore by the deeds of the. 
Law there -shall no flesh be 
justified, in His, sight; for by the 
Law is the knowledge of sin.” 
Our subject is not remote ‘from 
present day’ problems.

‘MUKDEN DICTATOR'S MILD 


. Mr. G. C. Dixon, an Australian jqurnalist, who arrived in London 
'$rom' Mukden early-in October, contributed the following article to 
tKe “Daily Mail,” describing ‘the ‘personality and appearance of 
Marshal Chang Tso-lin, with whom he had a long conversation. 


Mr. Dixon writes:— 


? ‘Two great soldiers of fortune 
are. engaged in another (and let us 
"hope the last) stage of their long 
diel for supremacy in China.’

He is an extraordinary ‘figure,
